5:30pm - Call to Order

5:35pm - Executive Session

7:30pm - Public Comment 

Robert Spencer came up and said that the Obery Street Project is not needed. He said the 
roundabouts would complicate things and that he’s never had a problem getting in and out of 
the school parking lot. 

Kevin Lynch came up next saying he picked up the Old Colony Memorial and saw an article 
that called me a gadfly along with other residents. Mr. Lynch then read the definitions of 
gadfly which were persistently annoying or demanding. He said at least he wasn’t status quo. 
Chairman Tavares interrupted him saying those comments were not made by any Board 
members and that if he had a problem with the article he should contact the newspaper, and 
then told Mr. Lynch to keep his comments directed towards the Board. Kevin Lynch then 
asked them why the Board hasn’t informed anyone as to how they expect to pay for the 48 
million dollar sewer repairs. He then requested a written report from the Finance Director. 

A woman came up and thanked John Mahoney for volunteering on the Nuclear 
Decommissioning Advisory Committee. She then mentioned a movie called “Power 
Struggle” being shown at the Spire Center regarding the closing of the Vermont plant. 
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Bruce Howard came up and wanted to let the Board know that he was opposed to the 
commercialization of recreational marijuana in Plymouth. 


7:40pm - Lights of Hope 

Andrew Wagner and Austin Budrow came up and discussed the Lights of Hope event being 
held on December 1, 2017 from6:00pm to 7:30pm at the Grist Mill. Andrew spoke first 
saying that this event has been carried out by the Marketing Program at Plymouth South 
High School for the past 7 years. People can purchase luminary bags and personalize them. 
Austin Budrow came up next and said Jon Jaros started this event in memory of his 
grandmother who passed away from cancer. He went on to say we now continue this event in 
Jon’s memory, as he passed away in an auto accident two years ago. He finished by saying 
all proceeds go to the Children’s Bereavement Fund. Both Andrew and Austin then offered 
luminary bags to anyone that would like to purchase them. 


7:47pm - Town Manager’s Report 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, wanted to let everyone know that at the last auction held at 
11 Lincoln Street brought in $254,500 and consisted of 8 properties which were 6 vacant lots 
and 2 lots with dwellings. She added that between this auction and the previous auction over 
one million dollars were brought in to the Town. 

Ms. Arrighi also wanted to mention that since moving into the New Town Hall we have had 
to deal with a few issues, like the lights. Even though they are energy efficient they don’t 
seem to register motion as easily as some systems but we continue to work through it with 
the contractor. 


7:49pm - Chapter 61 Property 

Melissa Arrighi talked about the two properties that have requested to come out of Chapter 
61 with one being a transfer and the other being a sale. She told the Board that they have be 
asked to sign the Declinations. 

Selectman Mahoney asked if the Open Space Committee had looked at the Souther Bames 
property off of Sandwich Street per their request, also did they look into the property on 
Long Pond Road as well, to which Melissa Arrighi said yes they did and they withdrew any 
interest that they previously expressed. 

Selectman Mahoney stressed that we need to follow the proper procedures when looking at 
Chapter 61 and run it by everyone that might be interested. He said he can support the 
property on Sandwich Street but not Long Pond Road as this was just submitted. He said we 
have 120 days to vet this so we should take a little more time. 

Vice Chainnan Provenzano stated that he will recuse himself from the property off Sandwich 
Street as he represents the owner of the estate. 

On a motion by Betty Cavacco and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board voted to execute a 
Declination of First Right of Refusal for Chapter 61 property located off of Sandwich Street 
and owned by Souther Barnes.

as Lot 87C on Assessor’s Map 46 and Lot A-3 on Assessor’s Map 45C for the purposes of 
transporting equipment and materials related to a residential improvement project at 115B 
Taylor Avenue. Note: The Conservation Commission has authorized the use of this beach 
access point at White Horse Beach for this project.

Selectman Mahoney asked if the public restrooms had an official policy, to which Melissa 
Arrighi said there are no formal policies in place yet but we did send it out to bid and they 
will be open from May to September and the Selectmen have the ability to open them 4 times 
per year for any special events.
